Tam very ſcnlivle how heavy this Charge is upon my People, and itextremely 
afflicts Me, that *tis nor pols1ble to be avoided without F.xpoſia2 Ourſelves to 
inevitable Ruine and DeftruRion ; The Inconvcnience of ſending our of the 
Kingdom great Sums of Money tor the Payment of the Troops abroad is indeed 
very confideravie, and I ſo much wiſh it conid be remedied, thar if you can 
ſuggeſt to Me any Methods for the Support of them, which may leſſen this In+ 
convenience, } ihall be ready to receive them with ail the SerisfaGion imaginable.
